New Treaty With France Signed 


Much More Extensive 


Than the 


Old Treaty. 


Ottawa, Sept. 19.—The Franco-Can- 
adian trade treaty was signed today in 
Paria by the British ambassador and 
the ministers of Finance and Marine of 
Canada, Hon. Mr. Fielding and Hon. 
Mr. Brodeur. Hon. Mr. Fielding left 
for London to interview the foreign 


office, and will sail for Canada on the 
Victorian on the 27th. 


Ottawa, Sept. 19.—Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
received the following cable this after- 
noon: ‘‘Parie, Sept. 19, 1907. The new 
treaty respecting the commercial rela- 
tions between France and Canada was 
signed at the foreign office this morning. 
The plenipotentiaries appointed by King 
Edward to sign the treaty were the 
Right Hon. Sir Francies Bortie, British 
ambassador at Paris; Hon. W.S. Field- 
ing, Canadian, Minister of Finance; 
Hon. L. P. Brodeur, Canadian Minister 


of Marine and Fisheries. The French 
plenipotentiaries were M. Pichon, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affaias; M. Oaillaux, 
Minister of Finance; M. Doumerge, 
Minister of Commerce; M, Ruau, Min- 
ister of Agriculture. The treaty of 1893, 
which is now superseded. was one of 
very limited range, dealing with but a 
few articles. The new treaty is of much 
more extensive character providing for 
tariff concessions on both sides, cover- 
ing quite a large list of articles. It also 
deals with general questions affecting 
the commercial relations of the two 
countries. The details of the treaty are 
not to be made public at present and 
may not be published until laid before 
the French chambers and the Canadian 
parliament. The minister will leave 
Paris ina day or two for London and 
will sail from Liverpool by the Victorian 
Sept. 27.’’ (Signed, Fielding),

The Turkish Mangal. 

In most of the houses in Constanti- 
nople as well as in other cities of Tur- 
key heating in winter is done by means 
of the so called “mangal.”

A mangal may be 
nothing else than such a simple brass 
or iron receptacle or may be quite an 
artistic and expensive article of most 
rare and valuable workmanship. The 
charcoal is first thoroughly 
through, and when it no longer emits 
any flame or odor the mangal ts 
brought into the room for purposes of 
heating. Sometimes {tt happens that 
proper attention Is not paid to the 
burning charcoal, with not infrequent 
fatal results.
